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Depot ‘dodges bullet’

WASHINGTON — Rep. Jerry’ Costello, 
D-Belleville, ‘dodged a bullet’’ Thursday. 

So did the Charles. Melvin Price Support 
Center,.the former Granite City Army Depot, 
which will remain in operation. 

Costello was told that two military installa- 
.tions in his Metro East district — ‘the Price 
“Center and Bellevilie’s Scott Air Force 
Base — were not put on the chopping block 
by a special cost-cutting Pentagon commis- 
sion. 

In all, the Commission on Base Realign- 
ment and Closure reviewed 4,200 properties 
and decided to close 86 bases, partially close 
five, and realign 54 others by shifting weap- 
ons ‘and personnel. 

Eleven of the bases suggested for closure 
are considered major facilities 

The bipartisan panel hit [linois twice, at 
Fort Sheridan near Chicago and Chanute Air 
Force Base in Rantoul, southeast of Peoria. 
But Scott and-Price went untouched 

“I, of course, am very pleased that neither 
‘Seott nor the depot made the list. I wasn't 
worried about Scott. It’s the world headquar- 


ters for.the military airlift command,” said 

CosteHo, who voted against legislation in 

Octdber that empowered the commission. 
Costello became aware of the possible clo- 


sure of the Price Center when the national _ 


magazine, U.S. News &* World Report, pub- 
lished in October a list af domestic bases 
that the commission would probably decide 
to close. 

The list of 52 bases, carried under the 
headline ‘‘Milita: Bases That Must Go,” 
failed to include Chanute AFB but identified 
Fort Sheridan and the Price Center as likely 
targets. 

“was concerned about the depot from the 
standpoint that U.S. News had an article list- 
ing it as-a possible site for closing,’’ Costello 
sai 

‘The Granite City base, at the intersection 
of Ulinois 3 and Niedringhaus Avenue, has 
served: this region and the nation since 1942 
and had its highest level of activity during 
World War II, processing and shipping a 
variety of military supplies. 

Today, the 930-acre base is equipped with 
a day-care center and post exchange and 
employs 900 rnilitary and civilian personnel.

“I have been stressing and I will continue 
to stress the importance of both Scott and 
the Army depot;“how vital both are to the 
region's economy,” Costello said. 

“Also deserving emphasis is the role the 
depot plays in providing services to the m 
tary and to the defense of this country,”” Cos- 
tello said. 

An overseas vehicle shipment role has just 
been added at the Price Center, where 100 
additional apartments for military: families 
are being built. 

Fort Sheridan is the headquarters of the 
Fourth U.S. Army. The panel opted to close 
Fort Sheridan because it is located on high- 
value property along Lake Michigan and is 
being surrounded by residential and_com- 
mercial development. By shifting the Fourth 
Army to Fort Benjamin Harrison in Indiana 
and moving recruitment centers to Chicago, 
the Pentagon would save $40.8 million annu- 
ally-within one year.

GRANITE CITY — Former alderman and current school board 
vice president Paul Ray Bowler has been indicted on four counts 
of making false statements on a Department of Housing and 
Urban Development application for insurance. 

The federal indictment, issued Dec. 22 in federal court in East 
St. Louis, alleges that on June 21, 1884, Bowler grossly oyerstated 
his assets and underestimated his liabilities. 

The figures were listed on applications for loans from Delmar 

Financial .Co. and insurance from 
HUD for apartment buildings 
located at 3916, 3924, 4060 and 
4052 Oakmont Drive in Pontoon 
Beach. Incorrect information is 
said to be a violation of title 18, 
section 1010 of the federal code 

The buildings later went into 
receivership.

Gephardt urges Japan 
to open markets here 


WASHINGTON — On a recent 
trip to Asia, U.S. Rep. Richard 
Gephardt, D-St. Louis, warned 
Japanese. officials they need to 
open more markets, visited the 
first Japanese branch of an 
American university, and 
inspected the first McDonnell 
Douglas’ plant in China. 

“It is wrong for the Japanese 
to be unwilling to budge on such 
things as allowing Monsanto to 
sell them silicon for micro- 
chips,’ Gephardt said. ‘‘I really 
ope we made headway with 

em on this trip.”’
